Another is the approach of an uncertain Presidential
election.

The farmers of the Mississippi Valley are strapped. They have
been in that condition for seviral years. And when such a Iurge
number of our citizens are suffering in an economic strait-jacket
a vast market for all sorts ot goods is affected adversely. The
United States cannot swim in the sunlit pool of prosperity when
half of it is immersed in the icy waters of want. The biggest issuc
before the country right now is farm relief. That doesn't mean
the McNary-Haugen type ot help either.

Arbitrary price fixing never works. It always does more harm
than good. But certainly our wise legislators who always secm to
find means of helping industry can prescribe an  economically
sound remedy for the ills which il the country's growers

The very fact that the farmers are getting financially no better
